A Large Shipment of Gold. 


Over §5,000,000 in broad, salmon col- 
orcd bars or bricks of gold, occasionally 
darkly tinged with a copper-like coating, 
arrived yesterday morning at the United 
States Mint. They camo in one huh. 
dred wooden boxes, about two foel 
sqnarp and a foot deep. An express 
wagon, with several custodians, carried 
them, and they were rolled and dumped 
into tho weighing room like so much 
lead. To tho men in the Mint tho daily 
handling of fabulous sums of the pre- 
cious metals begets an indifference that 
puts it on a par with tho commonest 
merchandise. Not an ounce of it, how- 
ever, is free from the closest scrutiny 
while within those walls. Although a 
man may walk in from the street and 
stand at a step before the open door oi 
tho weighing-room vault, where $30, 
000,000 is stored, with but a single ofll 
cial in sight, it would need but the 
slightest alarm to havo a score of men 
with loaded weapons in their hands 
standing on tho spot. Unlike foreign 
mints no display of armed protection to 
tho treasure is mado.but the precautions 
are nevertheless complete. Tho large 
consignment yesterday came from the 
Assayer'a oflicc in New York. Each 
Contained a "melt," or in other words 
the entire refined contents of a crucible, 
each varying in quantity, and every 
brick was numbered. The men who do 
the heavy work opened tho boxes, took 
off tho paper wrappings and piled the 
bricks upon the scales. Then tho clerk 
weighed them and carried tho bricks 
into the vault. Tho entire weight was 
26G.9G0.78 ounces Troy, or over eleven 
tons. Tho actual net weight valuation 
was fS5,l04.<lGC-31. 
If any one could 


count thirty dollars every minute and 
keep it up without stopping, it would 
take within a fraction of four months to 
count this amount in coin. In tho mint 
all tho counting is doijo by weight and 
erasure. Piles of various kinds of coin 
arc measured, and if they are of tho re- 
quisite number of inches eagh way and 
the weight corresponds, tho number and 
value is set down far more accurately 
than if the money had been counted by 
tho deftest fingers. — Philadelphia 'Times. 


On a Western Mountain. 


It is difficult to lay down laws of gen- 
eral application governing altitude and 
atmosphere in this elevated region. To 
walk up-hill is exhausting ; to sing, ab- 
surd and impossible. Yet the "burros,^' 
or tiny Mexican donkeys, arc stimulated 
to prolonged vocal exercises unknown 
in lower regions, and make night hide- 
ous with their late concerts outside the 
tents. In tho absence of dogs, which 
do not thrive at this altitude, they po^- 
form tho part of camp-scavengers, de- 
vouring every waste article, from dilap- 
idated clothing to greasy newspapers.

Tho effect of the altitude is 
directly felt upon prices, which are ex- 
orbitantly high; while the rarity of the 
atmosphere is shared by purses, which 
become singularly light. In this place 
of suspension between heaven and earth, 
watches, too, seem to vibrate between 
time and eternity, and become badly 
demoralized in their effort to follow 
both. Occasionally we receive tho time 
from Qunnlson City by telegraph. What 
remains after loss by tho way is then 
distributed, to serve till exhausted, when 
a new supply is obtained in the same 
way as before..

Catting and Caring Bay. 


Farmers, as a class, are rather averse 


to reelving advice about their farming 
operations. 
Not one in a hundred wiU 


admit that tho hay ho makes every sea- 
son is not first-class, while good judges 
of tho article kno'w that a second or 
third-rate article is the rule, and a high 
grade the exception. The first mistake 
which the majority of our farmers make 
is in permitting foul weeds to get in and 
spread through their meadows, not only 
crowding out the choice grasses, but 
depreciating by their presence tho value 
of the hay obtained. As soon as a mead- 
ow becomes infested with weeds it 
should be broken up, tho land cultivated 
for a few years and again seeded down, 
The second and probably the most wide- 
spread error is deferring hay making 
until tho latest species of grass in tho 
meadow is out of bloom, and the seeds 
nearly mature. 
Ripe grass of any kind 


makes poor hay, and in nearly all mead- 
ows there is a mixture of various spe- 
cies, no two coming into bloom at ex- 
actly tho same date; consequently, to 
make a first-rate quality of hay out of 
such mixed species, all should bo cut 
when the earliest is in tho right stage, 
and that is when in full bloom, or when 
the tlowers -begin to drop off. It is true 
that there may be instances where a 
little of tho small early spoar grass K 
mixed in with the timothy or orchard 
grass, and if the quantity is so small as 
to bo of no groat importance, a delay 
in cutting may bo advisable in order to 
secure tho more important species in 
prime condition. 
As a rule, however, 


farmers do not commence haying suffi- 
ciently early to get in tho entire crop 
before somo of the grasses are over ripe, 
and the hay made from such is, always 
inferipr. . 
Grass left standing until the seeds are 


fully' developed may contain as much 
nutriment as when in a greener.and 
more succulent stage, but the nutritive 
properties arc not available, and a largo 
portion must pass tho animals as indi- 
gestible matter, and this is why our best 
and most thorough farmers claim that 
grass when cut in full bloom makes 
sweeter and better hay than if left until 
tho Jlowers havo fallen. This is no doubt 
correct, for at the stage named grass 
contains all tho valuable properties re- 
quired in hay that it will over havo, and 
nothing is gained by allowing it to stam! 
longer. The maturing and ripening of 
seed is what may be considered an ex- 
hausting process, and tho roots of 
grosses are weakened more by the ripen- 
ing of one crop of seed than of two crops 
ot hay. cut while, tlio .plants, ore. in bloom. 
We can readily see the effect of scec 


maturing upon any of our annual 
grasses. If wheat, ryo or oats arc cut 
before the seed is formed, the roots will 
immediately throw up another set 01 
stalks; but if the cutting is delayed unti 
the grain has formed, no second, crop ol 
stalks is produced, for tho plant has then 
fulfilled its mission or arrived at matu- 
rity. There are many annual plants in 
cultivation which can bo kept alivo anc 
growing for several years by merely 
preventing the perfection of their seeds; 
and if the farmer would prevent the 
exhaustion of the grass roots in his 
meadows, ho has only to cut his hay 
early, in addition to the usual applica- 
tion of fertilizers and other operations 
intended to stimulate growth. Grasses 
growing in low grounds, or what are 
usually termed small or bog grasses, 
should 
bo cut 
very early, or tho 


hay will bo hard and wiry. 
But 


as grasses 
growing in such posi- 
tions 
usually 
retain 
their bright 
green color longer and later than those 
growing on uplands, tho usual practico 
is to defer cutting them until the huest 
moment, or .oven until the grain harvest 
is over. By this time they arc of little 
value for hay, however bright and green 
they may appear when cured. The va- 
rious species of clover in cultivation 
should bo treated like the grasses when 
cut for hay, and the time to bogin cut- 
ting is when about one-half the heads 
arc in full bloom. 
If tho cutting is de- 


layed until all tho flowers are open, tho 
first to bloom will have ripened their 
seeds and tho .stems have become dry 
and woody; consequently they would bo 
of little value for feeding stock. 
The 
roots, also, are exhausted in proportion 
to tho quantity of seed that has matured 
Inthflfieads. 
With the improved implements now 
in use upon tho farm for cutting curing, 
and handling hay, farmers ought to be 
able to get in tho. crop rapidly and in 
far bower condition than it is usually 
seen inlour markets or in many of tho 
barns throughout the country. "Perhaps 
tho very fact that it is possible to gather 
tho hay crop in less timo than formerly 
is ono of the reasons why farmers are so 
dilatory in commencing operations in 
tho hay-field. The difference of price 
between early cut and well cured hay, 
and the late and poorly cured is fully 
twonty-fiTO per cent., and this is no more 
than tho actual difference in value for 
feeding stock. Now, to lose a quarter ol 
tho value of a crop through some erroi 
of judgment, or carelessness in gather- 
ing, is far more than, any farmer can af- 
ford, and we appeal to those who have 
suffered from such losses if it is not time 
that they weje stopped,—AT. .T,t Sun,.
